Another Great World’s Fair. 

The great World's Fair, that is tg 
open in iWew Orleans on December }, 
1554, will be worth going to see. It 
already promises to surpass the World's 
Fair of London in size and the Phila- 
delphia Centennial of 1876 in variety 
of exhibits. The monster building 
will be 1,378 feet long by 905 feet 


wide, The largest structure ever 
uvretolore was the London 


building of 1882; that contained 1,400,- 
000 square feet. The main building at 
New Orleans will contain 1,650,000 
Sq. jfeet. It willbe 60 feet high, 
with a tower 115 feet, and will 
have a music hall in the centre which 
will hold 11,000 auditors. The plat 
form will accommodate 600 musicians

hall, art gallery, and ornamental gar- 
dens; but the chief, interest will be in 
the cotton exhibits. Indeed, this fair 
j8 regarded as the centennial of the 
cotton industry in this country. The 
United States to-day yields 85 per 
cent. of all the merchantable cotton in 
he world. In 1784 the production of 
cotton in the United States was mere- 
ly experimental, and a few bags were 
shipped for the first time to England, 
whose total trade in cotton was then 
11,250,000 pounds consumed and man- 
ufactured. Great Britain now has 
40,000,000 spindles and the United 
States makes 2,150,000 yards of cloth 
yearly. The first cotton factory in the 
United States was built in Rhode Is- 


‘and in 1791, at which time the pro- 


duction of cotton throughout the 
world was 490,250,000 pounds. In 
1833 the United States produced 
6,949,756 bales, or 3,405,070,410 
pounds, of which we consumed 1,117,- 
838,363 pounds and ex ported 
2,291,313,992 pounds. To help this 
enterprise, Congress has advanced 
$1,000,000, and the subscriptions will 
swell the amount to $2,100,000. This 
exhibition will be a great thing for the 
country, for it wilt show that cotton is 
King, at least so far as the South is 
concerned. This great fair will con- 
tinue for six months.—Demorest. 

The Contagion of Scarlet Fever. 

In 1862 a case occurred in a New 
York boarding-house. As soon as the 
cMild was able to be moved jit was 
taken away, and the rooms occupied 
by the family were thoroughly cleansed. 
In three days afterward another fam- 
ily moved into the same apartments, 
and in two days a child belonging to 
the latter was taken with the disease. 
Dr. Flint then related the case of Miss 
G., the daughter of a deceased New 
York physician, who had been well- 
known and highly esteemed in the 
community. Having entered the 
Protestant sisterhood of St. Barnabas, 
ghe was called upon to nurse a child 
suffering from scarlet fever; and after 
she had finished her attendance on the 
child, she hung up her clothing to air 
fer several weeks. She then gave 
away the waist of the dress that she 
had worn, and put the skirt away ina 
trunk. It was in February, 1870, that 
she nursed the scarlet fever patient, 
being in attendance fortendays. In 
January, 1871, she wore the 
skirt for the first time, and one 
week afterward was herself attacked 
with acute diffused nephritis and pul- 
monary edema, which proved fatal. 
The lesson of these cases, therefore, 
was the necessity for effective disinfec- 
tion in all cases of scarlet fever.— 
Medical News.

New York’s Foreign Fruit Trade, 


It is said that twenty-four steam 
ships are kept busy by one firm in 
bringing fruit from Mediterranean 
ports to New York. Twelve of them 
are passenger vesgels, the greater parts 
of whose cargoes are compose of fruit. 
The other twelve are freight vessels, 
whose westward cargoes are composed 
wholly of fruit. The cargoes are dis- 
charged at a Brooklyn pier, near the 
Wall street ferry. The firm hast fin- 
sshed an extensive salesroom, which 
is said to constitute the most extensive 


take place at noon on the day after a 
cargo has arrived. A crowd of impor: 
ters, brokers, grocers, venders, and 
Western buyers is always on hand. 
Lach importer to whom fruit has been 
consigned opens two boxes 43 samples 
and the contents of these are ove. 
hauled by prospective buyers. 

When the auctioneer mounts his 
stand in the salesroom, men who.look .- 
like tramps jostle their foshionably 
clad fellow bidders, and when they 
raise their hands the auctioneer is

Many of the purchased goods aré 
burried off to Chicago, St. Louis, and 
other Western shipping points in re- 
frigerator cars. in the steamships the 
boxes of fruit are piled so that air can 
Circulate freely afl about them, and 
strong currents of air .are kepS up 
through the holds by means of wind 
sails. 

A box of oranges landed in Brooklyn 
has cost, everything included, $2, It 
brings from $1 to $5, according to its 
condition and the state of the market. 
The ocean freight cost is 30 cents.

should avoid drinking saloons; he 
should remember that a school 
trustee owe something to the 
parents of children attending 
the schools; he should bear in 
mind that it is from the people 
that bis letters of patent as to use- 
fuiness, deportment, and respect 
must, to be of any value, emanate 
from; they are both judge and 
jury. Measuring Mr. Brooks from 
the above standard, with all chari- 
table allowance, he falls far below 
the mark. 


DANGEROUS PRECEDENT. 


The reasons assigned by Mr. 
Brooks for not reappointing Miss 
Patterson establishes « bad pre- 
cedent, und affords no guarantee 
to faithful and competent teachers 
as to security of their position.

SCHOOL TRUSTEESHIP. 


The colored people of Wash- 
ington are to have forced upon 
them, for an indefinite period, Mr, 
Johu H. Brooks as school trus- 
tee; and the citizens or rather 
parents of over 4,000 children 
residing in the Eighth Division 
are to be compelled to wade 
through mud, slush, sleet and hail 
for a distance of two miles or more 
in order to see a school officer, 
and this in the face of protests 
signed by thousands of the best 
colored citizens who are directly 
interested and who reside in the to- 
tally disfranchised section of the 
city.

A HORRIBLE VOYAGE, 


A Preacher's Experience in a Chintus 
Hold in Mid-Uccan. 

The Rev. T. F. Clark, who circumnavi- 
gated the globe with a staif and knap- 
sack, told an audience filling the Brown 
Memorial church, in Syracuse, N. Y., 
how he crossed the Pacific ocean. On 
arrival at Japan his scanty store of money 
was so depleted that he was obliged to 
ship for fan Francisco on a Pacific Mail 
steamer as a steerage passenger. With 
him in the dungeon below were several 
hundred Chinese emigrants. They 
looked upon ‘the intrepid preacher with 
wonder as he picked out ® bunk in the 
dark recésses of the ship's hold. This 
was the beginning of an experience 
which few men would have survived. 
Only a nature as desperately courageous 
as that of the American travele: would 
have encountered the subsequent 
hardships and privations without 
breaking. The voyage was extremely 
rough, for days and days the 
vessel being at the mercy of the elements 
as she tossed ia the tempest on the bil- 
lowy deep. Asa matter of safety it be- 
came necessary to fasten the hatches over 
the steerage. Mr. Clark thus became a 
prisoner in the bowels of the ship, a pris- 
oner in a neat of vermin, a prisoner ina 

it reeking with the filth of a small army. 

e noisome character of the horrible 
place was rendered more and more unen- 
durable by the shocking habits of the 
Orientals and the continuance of theis 
confinement. Sea-sickness was generally 
pee amongthem. Thisalone would 
ave oontaminated the air beyond a possi- 
bility of healthfulness. What was worse, 
a type of varioloid broke out among the 
heathen, who suffered the turtures of the 
damned in the agonies of disease. There 
was no relief, whatever, the officer of the 
ship seeming to be powerless to better the 
condition of things. Aware of the dan. 
gers to which he was exposed, Mr. Clark 
appealed to be removed to another part of 
the veseel, offering as security for the ul- 
timate payment of his passage more than 
its value in a watch and chain and a 
collection of curiosities and trinkets 
picked up during the tour. Seven 
dollars was the extent of his ready 
money, The officers of the ship, how- 
ever, refused to allow him to come forth 
on any consideration. He begged, 
prayed, pleaded for release trom the hor- 
rors of his situation. There was, how- 
ever, no escape. The storm raged una- 
bated inthe sea. Darkness reigned be- 
low, the overpowering oppressiveness of 
the piace being broken in upon by the 
shrieks of the agonized passengers, which 
never ceased by day or night, Hell could 
not be crowded with scenes more horri- 
ble. One of the poor fellows lay dying 
in his bunk near Mr. Clark for several 
days. The tortures he lived through 
were most pitiful. No attention was paid 
to him by bis fellows, who were either 
too stupid with opium, or too sick them. 

One 
morning Mr. Clark found the unfortun- 
ate heathen dangling out of h’s berth, a 
corpse, his eyes staring in the sem)- 
darkness with fearful agony, showiug 
what his end must have been. Word 
was got to the deck of the death.

It was pulled down 
by the haic of the head, fa ling to the 
defiled floor with a thal. It was pre- 
served in a refrigerator until lanl was 
reached.

The Working Classes vf Mexico 


The material condition uf the Mexican 
working classes, says a magazine article, 
is much worse than that of laborers in 
any part of America. Thirty centsa day 
is the common rate of wages in the coun- 
try, and for that they are contented to 
perform the heaviest iabors. Farm-work, 
mining, factory labor, aud domestic ser 
vice are all alike paid low. The custom 
of making loans to laborers to be repaid 
by work Is common and tends materially 
to prevent their social advancement. 
The large factorivs which are not uncom- 
mon in certain districts are thus enabled 
to retain their hands as long as they 
desire. The latter are not allowed to 
leave their employment until they have 
paid their debts, and as that is generally 
impossibie out of wages which are barely 
enough for support, the debtor continues 
& virtual prisoner to his life’s end. The 
food, clothing and lodging of the Mexi- 
can laborer is of a very poor quality, 
though in general the mildness of the cli- 
mate and the absence of overcrowding 
makes his condition less miserable than 
that of the lower classes in the cities of 
Europe. Amid all his privations the 
Mexican laborer is cheerful and polite. 
The spirit of discontent with his lot or 
envy of the condition of others is far less 
shown in Mexico than either in Europe 
or this country. The ties of family are 
warmly preserved among them; and how- 
ever poor a Mexican may be himself, he 
is ready to share whatever he has with 
his more needy fellows. That the Mexi- 
can peons are much behind the standard 
of either this country or Western Europe 
in book-learning, in general knowledge, 
or in self-reliance must be admitted. The 
conditions under which they have existed 
for generations may, however, be reason- 
abiy held accountable for many of the 
deficiencies shown by them in such re- 
spects. In intelligence they are by no 
means lacking, They acquire the skill 
required for the manufactures and trades 
as readily as most European races, and 
the children exhibit marked quickness in 
picking up knowledge at school. A ce- 
tain degree of precocity is, indeed, to be 
noted among the children of all classes, 
but it does not seem to be accompanied 
by the same tendency to early decay as 
in other countries.
